Johnson, recently announced the 
May. date for beginning the four 
story complex which is to be com- 
pleted by September of 1966. 
The ground-breaking date is al- 
most 30 days ahead of scheduled 
plans. 


Ceremony plans have not been 
completely set for the start of 
construction, but since this will 
be SAC’s main recognition of its 
Golden Anniversary, and _ the 
highlight of this school year, 
many local officials are expected 
to attend. 


he definite date of the 
ecnnieeee cannot be set 
until approval of the plans is 
sent from Sacramento. This 
should come ‘soon and_ then 
arrangements for speakers and 
guests could be made, according 
to SAC_Director of Community 
Relations Jack Corcoran. 


Should plans be held up by 
the Department of Schools in 
Sacramento for any reason, the 
anniversary celebration would 
center around a closed circuit 
television program at the college. 

The building, a $1,800,000 
project, carries the best features 
of other building already in oper- 
ation in the state. 


‘We noted the best features of 


each, then endeavored to ig 
porate them into our own science 
complex,”’ states Dr. Johnson. 

These ‘‘best features” include 
four lecture halls, each of which 
will seat 150 students, six gen- 
eral purpose classrooms, and 16 
labs. A hot house, animal room, 
and planetarium are also plan- 
ned. 

The fourth floor of the science 
complex will be the observatory 
which SAC science students 
presently use. The added height 
will stop the glare from city 
lights and thereby enable better 
viewing. 

When completed the edifice 
will be ‘“‘the finest on a junior 
college campus anywhere,” says 
Dr. Johnson.
